In those days, when American history seems to 
be stressed less than foreign political doctrines In 
many quarter of our land it is a good time to take 
stock of men who helped make this nation great and 
who put principle above politics. 

For a moment, think about Benjamin Franklin 
who was born January 17, 1700. 

A brief summary of as versatile an individual 
is impossible. He was a fearless printer and publisher. 
His services to America in England and France rank 
him as one of the heroes of the American War for In- 
dependence and as the greatest of American diplo- 
mats. Almost the only American scientist of his day, 
he displayed remarkably deep as well as varied abili- 
ties in science and deserved th honors enthusiastically 
given him by the servants of Europe. His experiment 
with the kite, proving lightning an electrical pheno- 
menon was performed in 1752. But little could Frank- 
lin realize how electricity would be developed to be- 
come the greatest force on earth. 

Yes, it is high time we rededicate ourselves to 
recognizing great Americans and the blessings our 
own country offers in free speech, free press, free re- 
ligion, free opportunity and the right to own property.

What Is A Stockholder? 

What is a stockholder? Is he a man rich beyond 
the dreams of avarice who, in company with a handful 
of other men on the same stratospheric economic le- 
vel, owns and enjoys the fruits of American corporate 
industry? 

That idea still has credence in some quarters, 
but it is a piece of fiction far removed from the pro- 
saic truth. A typical stockholder is the neighbor next 



door, the druggist on the corner, the doctor who treats 
your child for whooping cough, and he man who fixes 
your car when It begins to make strange and ominous 
noises, 

For example, take one of corporations tlstcd on 
the New York Stock Exchange. It has nearly 1,000,000 
stockholders. Of these, more than 250,000 people own 
from one to five shares — $150 to $750 worth at recent 
market prices, And not a single one of the 1,000,000 
stockholders owns as much as one-half of one percent 
of the company's stock. 

Or take an automobile manufacturing company, 
with 400,000 stockholders. A third of them own less 
than $1,000 worth of stock. 

So it goes, down the long line of listed securi- 
ties on exchanges all over the country. Stockholders 
are, literally, millions of people — 15,000,000 to be more 
or less exact, and the number Is constantly growing- 
It Is obvious that the great bulk of these people have 
average Incomes — the really rich, despite the cries of 
the socialists and communists, arc a mighty rare com- 
modity. They are people who have put aside a part of 
their earnings and invested it in the concerns which 
provide us with goods and services of every kind — 
the concerns which keep America strong and power- 
ful and vigorous.

■ deep canyon in the foothills of 
the Rocky mountains In north- 
western Montana. > 

The project Is scheduled for 
completion In 1953 at an estimated 
cost of $108,000,000. Its first hy- 
droelectric generator Is to go on 
the tine In the fall of 1052. When 
completed, Its four generators will 
add about 300,000 kilowatts to the 
Pacific northwest power pool. 

Dr. Paul J. Ravlcr, director of 
the Bonneville project on the 
Columbia river, reports Montan- 
ans are benefitting from the Hun- 
gry Horse project even before It 
is completed. 

The Montana Power company 
has signed on agreement with the 
Bonneville Power administration. 

"Under , the arrangement," he 
said, "Jn the summer we trans- 
mit surplus power now to Montana 
over the lines of the Washington 
Water Power Company. This en- 
ables the Montana Power Com- 
pany to close down Its generators 
and fill Its reservoirs for use in 
the winter, when the streams 
are down. 

"In return, the Montana Power 
Company supplies power the year 
round to all rural electrification 
administration units In its terri- 
tory at our rates. So, the REA Is 
getting the benefits from Hungry 
Horse power before the dam is 
finished. 

"The Montana Power company 
also agrees to put In rate reduc- 
tions In 1092 as soon as It begins 
to get Hungry Horse power." 

Despite the Integration of gov- 
ernment and private systems in 
the northwest power pool, the re- 
gion reportedly still boosts hardy 
champions of the theory that pri- 
vate industry should control the 
distribution and thus have a strong 
hold on the generation of power 
from government projects.

a wall or at the bottom of an em- 
bankment. 

3. Bury your lace in your arms; 
When you drop flat, hide your eyes 
in the crook of your elbow. That 
will protect your face from flash 
burns, prevent temporary blind- 
ness and keep flying objects out of 
your eyes. 

4. Don't rush outside right after 
a bombing. After an air burst, wait 



I a few minutes then go help to fight 
(fires. After other kinds of bursts, 
wait at least one hour to give ling- 
ering radiation some chance to dlo 
down, 

5. Don't take chances with food 
or water in open containers. To 
prevent radioactive poisoning or 
disease, select your food and water 
with care. When there is reason to 
believe they arc contaminated, stick 
to canned and bottled edibles if pos- 
sible. 

1 C. Don't start rumors. In the con- 
fusion that follows a bombing, a 
single rumor might touch off a pan 
ic that could cost your life. 

The commission also lists five 
keys to household safety during an 
attack: 

Strive for fireproof housekeeping. 
Don't let trash pile up and keep 
waste paper in covered containers. 
When an alert sounds, do all you 
con to eliminate sparks by shutting 
off the oil burner and, covering all 
open flames. 

Know your own home. Know 
which is the safest part of your 
cellar. Learn how to turn off your 
oil burner and what to do about 
utilities. 

Have emergency equipment and 
supplies handy. Always have a good 
flashlight, a radio, first-aid equip 
ment and a supply of canned goods 
in the house. 

Close all windows and doors and 
draw the blinds. If you have time 
when an alert sounds .close the 
house up tight to keep out fire 
sparks and radioactive dusts, and 
to lessen the chances of being cuf 
by flying glass. Keep the house 
closed until all danger is past. 

Use the telephone only for true 
emergencies. 

The commission also points out 
that atomic weapons will not de- 
stroy the earth and that their pow- 
ers has very definite limits and ra- 
diation sickness is not always fatal. 
In small amounts, radioactivity is 



seldom harmful, the commiss on 
says. Even when serious radiation 
sickness follows a heavy dosage, 
there is still a good chance for re- 
covery,

Not Subject to Recent Gall 

Lt. Charles N. Steele, Jr., train- 
ing officer of 'the Volunteer Air Re- 
serve Training Squadron has recent- 
ly received a bulletin from the 
Tenth Air force stating that the re- 
cent publicity issued in connection 
with the call to active duty of re- 
serve personnel docs not Include 
any members of the local Squadron.

Landlords Warned Against 
Rent Action on Initiative 



Mr. J. Edwin Porter, Associate 
Area Rent Director of the Waukc- 
gan Branch Rent Office, today 
warned landlords not to take any 
rent action on their own initiative 
which would cause them to be in 
violation of the rent control law. 

"Landlords who are facng maxl 
mum rent problems should, come to 
the rent office and talk these prob 
lems over with us, because there 
are many ways by which we can 
afford them relief," the rent official 
declared. "By taking the Initiative 
into his own hands, a landlord faces 
compliance action which may even- 
tually lead him into a Federal 
court," Mr. Porter said. . 

"If any landlord has any doubt 
about his rights or limitations under 
the rent law, the best and safest 
way to resolve these quickly is by 
paying a visit to the rent office. By 
so doing, a landlord will not find 
himself in the uncomfortable posi- 
tion of having a compliance action 
filed against him," the rent official
